In 12 hombardments from the sea 
143 civilians were killed and 004 
wounded, while 14 soldiers and sailors 
were killed and 80 Injured. 

The greatest losses inflicted by Zep- 
pelins ware In raids 09 Norfalk, Ssf* 
folk aad the home countiea of Landoa 
on October 13, 1915, when 54 drOlana 
and 17 .'ioldle.-^ and .sailors were killed, 
and in West Suffolk and the midland 
counties on .Tanunry 81, 1010, when 70 
civilians were killed and 112 injured. 
The raid on Lincolnshire, Essex and 
Suffolk on March 31 of the same year

Winchester, England.— Due to the 
fact the Germans failed to provide 
medicine or pcDper hodi^ital facilities 
at Camp Tu<M^ Wc«t I^ossia. John 
e. Kohl of Woodhii^, N^., died 
from pneumonia after the armistice 
)vas sl;;ii(.d, according to Joseph R. 
Denneii of Trenton, N. J. D< nnen was 
of the .Six Hundred nud 'Forty-second 
Ainerici ii Ambulance nnit and like- 
wise a prisoner at Tucbel. 

"Koiii of Company- Of One Hundred 
and Sixtii infantry, was captured Sep- 
tember 27 after twice being wounded 
in the knee," said DeQnen. "Kohl 
later developed pneumonia through ex- 
posure. Tlie Ci rinans pave us only 
two lilankets and a small quantity of 
coke for niir (ire. I gave Kohl one 
of my Miiiikcts and we put two pairs 
of siKks on his Ufi. and spread shirts 
and such extra clothing as we had on 
his bed to niake up for the deficiency 
In idankets. There were two Ameri- 
can doctors In the camp— Lieut. John 
S. Abbott of St. Pout, liinn., and Lieut 
Joseph P. Burke of Pittsburgh, Pa.— 
and they did all they could, but could 
not obtain any medicine. 

"Kohl died N<i\ ember 18. The Oer- 
mans stripped the body and placed It 
in an ordinary ixn which tliey left 
outside the l arraiks for seven hours 
before burial. I-diir Americans and 
two Frenchmen carried him to the 
grave. When other Americans tried 
to accompany the body the guards 
forced them back. Tbe American doc- 
tors, however, pushed the gnards 
aside and ran through the cemetery 
gate, getting to the grave Just as the 
coffin was lowered.

Anotiicr blow aimed at the pock- 
0tbook of the spender reached its des- 
tination May 1st, when the effect of 
the new "luxury tax" was felt for 
the first time. These taxes effect 
many commodities and are of gener- 

"Luxury taxes" nre imposed upon 

"Luxury taxes" arc iiinposed upon 
all sale of i-onsumption or use and 
are paid by the consumer or user, 
when purchasing the articles. The 
aeller is required under the new law 
to report the tax collected on each 
taxable sale. 

A tax is imposed equivalent to one 
per cent of the price for any of the 
articles listed below in excess of the 
price specified as to each' of the arti- 
cles as follows: 

(I) Carpets and ruKS iiuluding 
fiber, except imported and American 
ruga made priencipally of wool, on 
the amount in excess of $5 per 
•quare yard. 

('2.) Picture frames on the amount 
in excess of $10.00 each. 

(8) Trunks on the amount in ex- 
ces of $60 each. 

(4) Valises, traveling bags, suit 
cases, hat boxes, used by travelvs 
and fitted toilet cases, on the amount 
in excess of $25 each. 

(5) Purses, pocketbooks, shopping 
and handbag* on the amount in ex- 
cess of $7.50 each. 

(6) PorUble lightinK fixtures, 
including lamps of all kinds and lamp 
shades, on the amount in excess of 
$26 each. 

(7) Umbrellas, parasols and sun 
ahades, on the amount in excess of 
44 each. 

(8) Fans, on the amount in ex- 
cess of $1 each. 

(t) House or smoking coats or 
Jackets, and bath or lounging robes, 
on the amount in excess of $7.60 
each. 

(10) Hen's waistcoats, solfl aep> 
ara^ely from suits, mi the ameoat in 
exeeai of $6 eadi. 

(II) Women's ahd misses' hats, 

bonnets and hoods, on tiw. amemt 
in excess of $15 each. 

(12) Men's and boys' hats, on the 
amount in excess of $5 each. 

(13) Men's women's and chil- 
dren'! boots, pumps and sUppers, not 
including shoes or appliances made 
to order f 6r any persons having crip- 
pled or deformed foot or anUe, on 
the amount in excess of $10. 

(15) Men's and boys' neckties and 
neckffeaii on the amount in excess of 



(16) Men's an<l boys' silk stock- 
ings or hose, on the amount in ex-j 
cess of $2 per pair. 

(18) Men's shirts, on the amount; 
in excess of $3 each. 

(19) Men's women's. Misses' and 
boys' pajamas, night gowns and un- 
dewear, of the amount in excess of 
$5 each. 

(20) Kimonosy petticoats and 
waists, on the amount in excess of 

$15 each. 

These taxes do not apply to any 

articles enumerated in paragraph 2 
to 8 inclusive is such article is made 
of or ornamented, mounted or fitted 
with precious metals or imitation 
thereof, or ivory, as a tax is levied 
upon articles so ornamental equiva- 
lent to five per cent of the price at 
which they are sold for consump- 
tion or use. 

Further, these taxes do not apply 
to any article enumerated above 
made of fur on the hide or pelt or 
of whicli any such fur is the comi)0- 
nent material of chief value, nor do 
these taxes apply to liveries or ^iicery 
boots anil liats, hunting and shooting 
M:arments and riding habits, as a tax 
is paid on all such articles equivalent 
to ten per cent of the price at which 
they are sold by the manufacturer 
producer or importer thereof.
